A man from across the river 
arrived at Oaeeyville today for the fifth 
coffin furnished to one family. The 
plague has now crossed the Ohio ami is 
epidemic at Caseyville and Mulford- 
(own, having been brought thither by 
families from Illinois fleeing from its 
ravages. The schools have been closed 
and the country is in a general state of 
alarm. A number of physicians from 
el BOW here have been called to assist in 
tioinbiitting the disease. The local doc- 
tors thus far have been utterly power- 
less to arrest the epidemic.

The herds are thinned 
out, and what are left are worth about 
half what they once brought, and in- 
stead of the great trains of hides worth 
from ?3 to H-50 or *5 each hide, tnat 
were formerly seen on our streets, an 
occasional bundle is brought in, and the 
seller is lucky if he can secure enough 
profit to pay for a pair of boots or 
shoes, the price of which was not affect- 
ed in the least by the removal of the 
duty on the raw material. And yet we 
are told that it ia useless to protest 
against legislation largely responsible 
for this; that it is our patriotic duty 
to cheerfully submit that other people 
may profit by our loss; that we should 
be willing to'pull down the house over 
our heads to make cheap and con- 
venient fuel for our neighbors. The 
Express is not a Christian to that ex- 
tent.
